HISTORY OF THE ORDER, 


About the lst of December, 1862, Colonel 
DuBois was assigned to the command of 
the department of Holly Springs, including 
the line of communication from Grant's 
army to. LaGrange, Miss. The principal 
depot for the army was established at this 
point, gud immense supplies of commissa- 
ry. quartermasters, medical and ordnantée 
stores collected. A large number of smug- 
glers and camp-followers were. lurking in 
the neighborhood. Many of the smugglers 
were revistered in the city as aliens with 
papers. ' These men 
were continually passing the lines and 
communicating with the enemy. Van 
Dorn. with 1.700 men, was witiuin a few 
miles of the city. . The most reliable sconts 


| reported the diseovery of a plot with ‘ttre 


smugglers to capture the town, the signal 
of attack to be the explosion.of the. house 
containing the ammunition.
